The Applicant's reply inadequately points out the support in the original disclosure for 
the newly presented claim limitations (MPEP §§ 714.02 and 2163.06) in that the referenced 
passages of the specification do not describe or suggest impregnating a cortical bone section of 
the bone dowel or graft (as opposed to, for example, a cancellous bone section of the bone dowel 
or graft) with an osteogenic composition including a substantially pure osteogenic factor as 
claimed. The Applicant also needs to complete the response as to the issue of whether or not 
U.S. patent application serial no. 08/740,031 is a continuation-in-part of U.S. patent application 
serial no. 08/603,676.
